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INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 
From the “‘ Atlantic Monthly.” 


We do not propose to submit the English of this new literary effort 
of the House of Representatives at Washington to a critical examination, 
(though it strikingly reminds us of some of the poems of Mr. Whitman, 
and is a very fair piece of descriptive verse in the b’hoy-anergic style.) or 
to attempt any argument on the vexed question of Protection. But there 
is a section of the proposed act which has a direct interest, not only for 
all scholars, but for that large and constantly increasing class whose 
thirst for what may be called voluminous knowledge prompts them to 
buy all those shelf-ornamenting works without which no gentleman’s 
library can be considered complete. Though in the matter of book- 
buying the characters of gentleman and scholar, so seldom united, are 
distinguished from each other with remarkable precision,—the desire of 
the former being to cover the walls of what he superstitiously calls his 
“ study,” and that of the latter to line his head, while the resultant wis- 
dom is nfeasured respectively by volume and by mass,—yet it is equaily 
important to both, that the literary furniture of the one, and the intel- 
lectnal tools of the other, should be cheap. 

The “Providence Journal” deserves the thanks of all students for 
having called attention to the fact, that, under the proposed tariff, the 
duties will be materially increased on two classes of foreign books: the 
cheap ones, like ** Bohn’s Library,”—and the bulky, but often indispen- 
sable ones, such as the “Encyclopedia Britannica.” The new Dill, in 
short, proposes to substitute for the old duty of eight per cent. ad 
valorem a new one of fifteen cents the pound weight. Could we suspect 
a Oommittee of Members of Congress of a joke appreciable by mere 
members of the human family, could we suppose them in a thoughtless 
moment to have carried into legislation a mildened modicum of that 
metaphorical language which forms the staple of debate, we should 
make no remonstrance. We recognize the severe justice of an ideal 
avoirdupois in literary criticism. We remember the unconscious sar- 
casm of the Atlantic Telegraph, as it sank heart-broken under the strain 
of conveying the answer of the Heavy Father of our political stage to 
the graceful,“ good-morning” of Victoria. The enthusiastic member of 
the Academy of Lagado, who had spent eight years in a vain attempt 
to extract sunbeams from cucumbers, might have found profitable em- 
ployment in smelting the lead even from light literature, not to speak of 
richer deposits. Under an act thus dubiously worded, and in a country 
which makes Bancroft a collector of the customs and Hawthorne a 
weigher and gauger, the works of an Alison and a Tupper would be put 
beyond the reach of all but the immensely rich. The man of moderate 
means would be deprived of the exhaustless misinformation of the Scot- 
tish Baronet, who has so completely disproved the old charge against 
his countrymen of possessing an ingenium perfervidum, (which Dr. 
Johnson would have translated by brimstone temperament, and of the 
don’t-fail-to-spread -your-umbrella-when-it-rains-or -you')]-spoil-your-hat 
wisdom of the English Commoner, who seems to have named his chief 
work in a moment of abnormal inspiration, since it has become proverb- 
ial as the severest test of human philosophy. 

But we cannot suspect the Congressional Committee of a joke, still 
Jess of a joke at the expense of those anglers in the literary current 
whose tackle, however bare of bait, never fails of a sinker at the end of 
every line. They have been taught to look upon books as in no wise 
differing from cotton and tobacco, and rate them accordingly by a 
merely material standard. It has been the dealers in books, and not the 
makers of them, who have hitherto contrived to direct public opinion iu 
this matter. We look upon Public Opinion with no superstitious rever- 
ence,—for Tom’s way of thinking is none the wiser because the miilion 
other Toms and Dicks and Harries agree with him,—nevertheless, even 
a fetish may justly become an object of respectful interest to one who is 
to be sacrificed to it. 

However it may be with iron, wool, and manufactured cotton, it is 
clear that a duty on books is not protective of American literature, but 
simply a tax on American scholarship and refinement. The imperfect- 
ness of our public libraries compels every student to depend more or 
less upon his own private collection of books; and it is a fact of some 
significance, that, with the single exception of Hildreth, all our promi- 
nent historians, Sparks, Irving, Bancroft, Prescott, Ticknor, Motley. and 
Palfrey, have been men of independent fortune. Ifany thing should be 
free of duty, it should seem to be the material of thought. 

If Congress be really desirous of doing something for the benefit of 
American authors, it would come nearer the mark, if it directed its at- 
tention to the establishment on equitable grounds of some system of 
International Copyright. A well-considered enactment to this end 
would, we are convinced, be quite as advantageous to the manufacturers 
as to the producers of books. We believe that a majority of the large 
publishing houses of the country have been gradually convinced of the 

inconveniences of the present want of system. Many of them have 
found it profitable to enter into an agreement with popular English 
authors for the payment of copyright, and works thus reprinted cost the 








buyer no more than under the privateering policy. But without some 
definite establishment of legal rights and remedies, the publisher is at 
the mercy of a dishonorable, sometimes of a vindictive competition, and 
must run the risk of having the market flooded within a week with a 
cheaper and inferior edition, reprinted from the sheets of his own which 
had been honorably paid for. We do not pretend to argue the question 
of literary property, the principle of it being admitted in the fact that 
we have any copyright laws at all. Our wish is to show, that, in the 
present absence of settled law, the honest publisher is subjected to risks 
from the resultant evils of which the whole reading community suffers, 
The publisher, to protect himself, is foreed to make his reprint as 
cheaply as possible, and to hurry it through the press with the disregard 
of accuracy inseparable from hasty publication,—while the reader is put 
in possession of a book destructive of eyesight, crowded with blunders, 
and unsightly in appearance. Maps and plates are omitted, or copied 
so carelessly as to be worse than useless; and whoever needs the book 
for study or reference must still buy the original edition, made more 
costly because imported in single copies, and because taxed for the pro- 
tection of a state of things disereditable in every way, and not only so, 
but hostile to the true interests of both publishers and public. 

We do not claim any protection of American authorship from foreign 
competition, but we cannot but think it unfair that British authorship 
should be protected (as it now practically is) at the cost of our own, 
and for the benefit of -uch publishers as are willing to convey an English 
book without paying for it. The reprint of a second-rate work by an 
English author has not only the advantage of a stolen cheapness over a 
first-rate one on the same subject by an American, but may even be the 
means of suppressing it altogether. The intellectual position of an 
American is so favorable for the treatment of European history as to 
overbulance in some instances the Gisadvantages arising from want of 
access to original documents; yet an American author whose work was 
yet_in manuscript could not possibly compete with an English rival, 
even of far inferior ability, who had already published. If, within the 
last few years, a tolerably popular history of France had been published 
in England, and cheaply reprinted here, (as it surely would have been), 
we doubt whether Mr. Godwin would have undertaken his laborious 
and elaborate work,—or, if he had, whether he would have readily 
found a bookseller bold enough to pay an adequate price for the copy- 
right. And it is to be remembered that an American publisher gives 
this preference to an English over an American book simply because he 
can get it for nothing, by defrauding its author of the just reward of his 
industry or genius. That an author loses his equitable claim to copy- 
right for the simple reason that by publication he has put himself in our 
power, is an argument fit to be used only by one who would make use 
of a private letter that had accidentally come into his possession to the 
damage of the writer. 

The necessity of some kind of equitable arrangement was so strongly 
felt by American publishers that a kind of unwritten law gradually es- 
tablished itself among them. It was tacitly understood, that, when a 
publisher had paid an English author for advance sheets, no rival Amer- 
ican edition should be published. But it already appears too plainly 
that an arrangement with no guaranty but a private sense of honor is 
liable to constant infringement for the gratification of personal enmity, 
or in the hope of immediate profit. The rewards of uprightness and 
honorable dealing are slow in coming, while those of unscrupulous greed 
are immediate, even though dirty. Under existing circumstances, free 
trade and fair play exist only in appearance; for the extraordinary 
claim has been set up, that an American bookseller has ar exclusive 
right to all the future works of an English author any one of whose 
former productions he has reprinted, whether with or without paying 
for it; so that, however willing another publisher may be to give the 
author a fair price for his book, or however desirous the latter may be 
to conclude such a bargain, it is practically impossible, so long as pri- 
vateering is tolerated in the trade. 

We have said nothing of the advantages which would accrue to our 
own authors from a definite settlement of the question of international 
copyright between England and America. How great these would be 
is plain from the fact that the editions of American books republished 
in England are already numbered by thousands. With the growth of 
the English Colonies the value to an American author of an English 
copyright is daily increasing. Indeed, it is a matter of consideration for 
our publishers, whether Canada may not before long retaliate upon 
them, and by cheaper reprints become as troublesome to them as Bel- 
gium once was to France. 

It is not creditable that America should be the last of civilized na- 
tions to acknowledge the justice of an author’s claim to a share in the 
profits of a commercial value which he has absolutely created. Eng- 
land is more liberal to our authors than we to hers, but it is only under 
certain strictly limited contingencies that an American can acquire 
copyright there. Were all our booksellers as scrupulous as the tew 
honorably exceptional ones among them now are, there would be no 
need of legislative regulation; but, in the present condition of things, 
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he who undertakes to reprint an English book which he has honestly 
paid for, is at the mercy of whoever can get credit for poor paper and 
worse printing. There is no reason why a distinction should be made 
between copy-right and patent-right; but, if our legislators refuse to 
admit any abstract right in the matter, they might at least go so far as 
to conclude an international arrangement by which a publisher in either 
country who was willing to pay for the right of publication should be 
protected in its exercise. No just objection could be made to a plan of 
this kind, which, if not so honest as a general international law of copy- 
right, would be profitable to our publishers, and to such of our authors 
at least as had acquired any fureign reputation. 








Viterary Intelligence. 


From the London Publishers’ Circular, June 1, 


Our readers will perceive in our advertising columns encouraging signs 
for the month of June; but we are sorry to find that the three proposed 
financial changes directly and seriously affecting the trade—namely, the 
abolition of the excise duty on English-made paper—of the customs duty on 
foreign made paper, and of the duty on the import of books—are still in sus- 
pense, or rather in a position, now become so complicated, as to make the 
ultimate settlement extremely difficult to foresee. Almost all the other 
changes proposed by Mr. Gladstone have been virtually settled, and the pub- 
lishing and book trades, whatever may be their opinion of these measures, 
have, we think, a just right to complain that their particular field of indus- 
try should be made the battle-ground on which these interminable battles 
are carried on. What we ask for is simply a settlement, in order that provi- 
dent men may know what they are about, and how to frame their calcula- 
tions, instead of being, as at present, wholly out in all reckoning.

Leavirr & Aten issue “ A Commentary, Critical, Expository, and Prac” 
tical, on the Gospel of John, for the Use of Ministers, Theological Students, 
Private Christians, Bible Classes, and Sabbath Schools,” by John J. Owen, 
D. D. We give the author's preface: ‘‘ The Commentary on John here pre- 
sented to the Christian public, constitutes the third volume in the contemplated 
series—the one on Acts alone remaining to be published. The same general 
plan and principles of interpretation, which in the preface to the first volume 
were referred to as characterizing this series, have been closely adhered to 
in the preparation of the present volume. The author has taken unwearied 
pains, not only to evolve the true sense of every word and passage, but also 
to render it plain and easy of comprehension to the common reader. This 
however he has found to be a task of no ordinary difficulty, So elevated 
and spiritual are tie themes of this Gospel, that it requires incessant watch- 
fulness on the part of the expositor, against the use of technical and scholastic 
forms of expression, understood only by the learned, or those who have made 
the science of exegesis a professional study. In the preface to the first vol- 
ume, special mention is made of the works to which I have had access in the 
preparation of this Commentary on the Gospels. Through the kindness of a 
highly valued ministerial friend, I have been enabled to avail myself of that 
rare and excellent old work, ‘ Hutcheson’s Exposition of John,’ London, 1657 ; 
which for richness of exposition and profound views of the doctrinal features 
of this Gospel has, in my judgment, no superior in any of the commentaries 
on this portion of Scripture. Prof. Howard Crosby’s Scholia on the New 
Testament, yet in manuscript, but soon I hope to be published, have furnished 
me valuable hints and suggestions, all of which, as well as those derived 
from other commentators, I have aimed in every instance to duly acknowledge. 
If at any time I have failed in this recognition and acknowledgment of the 
labors of others, it has resulted from inadvertence and not design. It has 
given me unfeigned pleasure to introduce to my readers the names of those 
who have won for themselves an honorable distinction, as sound and able 
expositors of divine truth. The names of Henry, Doddridge, Scott, Stier, 
Tholuck, Alford, Stuart, Hodge, Barnes, Alexander, Jacobus, and others, are 
dear to the church of Christ, as those whose labors have been directed to the 
elucidation of God’s word, and the rendering of it more plain and familiar to 
His people. It is the author's sincere prayer that his humble labors in this 
department may not be wholly useless, and especially that this volume upon 
which he has spent so many toilsome but pleasant hours, may contribute its 
mite to the better understanding of the Gospel of John, of which Chrysostom 
says, that ‘it conveys such good things that those who receive and guard it 
with diligence and earpestness, are no longer men, no more abide upon 
earth; they have placed themselves above the things of time, they are par- 
takers of the state of angels, and thus dwell upon earth, as if it were 
heaven.’” 


T. B. Pererson & Brorners favor us with a copy of “ The Little Beauty,” 
by Mrs. Grey; ‘‘The Rebel and the Rover,” by Harry Hazel, ; and “ Mary 
Stuart, Queen of Scots, an Historical Romance of the Sixteenth Century,” by 
George W. M. Reynolds. 


Ketty, Heptan & Pret publish “The Pentateuch: translated from the 
Vulgate, and dil gently compared with the Original Text, being a revised 
edition of the Douay Version; with Notes Critical and Explanatory,” by 
Francis Patrick Kenrick, Archbishop of Baltimore. The author, after refer- 
ring to the Protestant Version and its claims to excellence, says, as explana- 
tory of the spirit and motive of the present translation: ‘“‘ For my own part, 
where no doctrinal bias betrays itself, 1 have no disposition to detract from 
its literary excellence, especially as regards its close adherence to the text, 
In revising the Douay translation, I have constantly had in view the Hebrew 
original, which, however, I did not always feel at liberty to render closely, 
when it would imply a departure from the Vulgate, since this is the standard 
of all vernacular versions for general use, according to the settled usage of 
the Holy See. In endeavoring to express the meaning of the text without 
abandoning the Vulgate, I may occasionally have used terms in a sense some- 
what forced. In cases when the Vulgate offers a reading different from the 
actual Hebrew, it is quite probable that it may be derived from some manu- 
script of high antiquity: but when the Latin interpreter manifestly had the 
same reading as that which is now received, although he rendered it some- 
what freely, I think it desirable that the English translation should approach 
as nearly as possible to the original. I have conformed in many instances to 
the received appellations of objects, the mode of spelling certain names of 
more frequent recurrence, and have otherwise deferred to usage, although of 
Protestant origin, feeling that in things indifferent, conformity is desirable, 
and that every approach to uniformity in the rendering of the inspired word, 
without sacrifice to principle, or we Bch of disciplinary rules, is a gain to 
the common cause of Christianity.” It makes a neat well-printed 8vo. They 
also favor us with several small volumes, comprising “‘ Adelmar, the Templar: 
a Tale of the Crusades, by Abbe H***:” “ Beauties of the Sanctuary, by 
Hubert Lebon ;” “ Hortense; or, Pride Corrected: ” “ Isle of the Dead; or, 
the Keeper of the Lazaretto: atale ofthe Yellow Fever, by Emile Souvestre,” 
all translated from the French, and “ Father Larkiu’s Mission in Joresville: 
a Tale of the Times,” by T. L. Nichols, M. D. 
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Waker, Wisr & Co. publish “ The New Discussion of the Trinity: con- 
taining Notices of Professor Huntington’s recent Defence of that Doctrine, 
reprinted from ‘The Christian Examiner, ‘The Montbly Religious Maga- 
zine,’ ‘The Monthly Journal of the Unitarian Association,’ and ‘The Chris- 
tian Register :’ together with Sermons, by Rev. Thomas Starr King, and Dr. 
Orville Dewey.” We extract a portion of the Introduction: “The following 
articles are mostly reprinted from various periodicals. The Sermon by Dr. 
Dewey, which closes the volume, has not been published before, and the Dis- 
courses by Mr. King are reprinted from a pamphlet. The occasion of all 
these papers was a sermon of Dr. Huntington, in which, after having occu- 
pied a Unitarian pulpit for a long number of years, he asserted and defended 
the Church doctrine of the Trinity. Such an event made it necessary for his 
brethren and friends in the Unitarian ranks to reconsider their position. 
When one so able and earnest as Dr. Huntington was led to renounce the 
doctrine they had so long preached in common, a due respect to him, as well 
as regard to the truth, required them to give a careful and patient attention 
to his reasons. The results of the re-examination of their doctrinal position 
appeared in several articles in Unitarian periodicals and sermons from Uni- 
tarian pulpits. The arguments of Prof. Huntington were in general candidly 
examined and fully answered. The result of the discussion is apparently not 
unfavorable to the Unitarian side of the question. None of the reasons of 
Prof. Huntington seemed weighty enough to change the views of his former 
friends, or to induce any of them to imitate his example. When the dust 
of the conflict cleared away, the forces of the Unitarians were found oc- 
cupying their former position, or perhaps one a little in advance.” 


Goutp & Lincotn have got out “ Morning Hours in Patmos: the Opening 
Vision of the Apocalypse, and Christ's Epistles to the Seven Churches of 
Asia,” by A. C. Thompson, author of “The Better Land,” “ Gathered Lilies,” 
ete. The inception of the thought which gave rise to this work is thus re- 
lated by the author: “ Our company, sailing along the southern shore of 
Asia Minor, came among that group of classical islands known as The Spo- 
rades. The day previous we left Rhodes, and its harbor, where once stood 
the renowned Colossus, accounted one of the Seven Wonders of the world. 
We were now off the coast of ancient Claria. Before us lay the island of 
Samos, celebrated as the birth-place of Pythagoras; and a little farther on 
was Chios, long famous for its wines. Several hours before the dawn of day, 
we came abreast of a small rocky island. Its circumference is perhaps fif- 
teen miles, its coast high and stern, and its whole aspect cheerless, On ac- 
count of its lonely, prison like character, it was selected by the Romans as a 
place of banishment for state criminals. Yes, there is Patmos! the scene of 
eng Lag visions. There was the last inspired prophecy communicated ; 
there, for the last time, did the Lord Jesus reveal himself to an entranced 
seer, never more to appear thus visibly to mortal eyes, till he shall come 
again with the clouds of heaven, when every eye shallsee him. Thou hoary- 
headed evangelist, apostle and prophet, how did thy venerable form bend 
under labors in the quarry and the mine! How was thy holy soul grieved 
by the converse of culprits, meriting, as thou didst not, such penal banish- 
ment! What scenes of transcendent glory and terror passed before thine 
eye, with symbols of deep mysterious meaning,—scrolls written over with 
the hieroglyphics of Heaven! What trumpettones of startling import didst 
thou hear! How did thine affectionate eye glance across the water to be- 
loved disciples at Ephesus, Smyrna, Pergamos, Thyatira, Sardis, Philadel- 
phia, and Laodicea! It wasa bright moonlight. The solemn stillness of 
surrounding waters, and the shadowy outlines of silent Patmos, were quite 
consonant with the grandeur and dark prophetic shading of the Apocalypse. 
During those quiet early hours, and whilst the morning sun poured his rays 
on the Aigean Sea, the author read—and naturally with special interest— 
the opening Vision of John. The thoughts which bes follow were then, for 
substance, suggested to him. In prosecuting our voyage, we afterwards 
came among the Cyclades, but none of those shining islands, immortal- 
ized by classic song and history, had a thousandth part of the interest which 
attached to the crest of that rugged rock, still visible in the distant horizon. 
It is not Homer or Sappho that we expect to meet in the New Jerusalem ; 
but, by the grace of God, we do hope yet to see our brother and companion 
in tribulation, and in the kingdom and patience of Jesus Christ, who was in 
the isle that is called Patmos. And if so favored at last—if permitted to sit 
down with him as interpreter—it will be an additional occasion for thanks- 
giving, that the eye once rested for a few hours on the very spot of earth 
where was made ‘The Revelation of Jesus Christ, which God gave unto 
him, to show unto his servants things which must shortly come to pass.’”
